Claim 17. (new) The solution for eye drops according to 
claim 16, wherein the additive is a solubilizer which is 
polysorbate 80. 

Claim 18. (new) The solution for eye drops according to 
claim 16, wherein the additive is at least one pH adjusting agent 
selected from the group consisting of sodium dihydrogen phosphate 
dihydrate, sodium hydroxide and hydrochloric acid. 
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
